® fill and I'm go- 
ing to do it.” 

However, Y. 
Frank Freeman, 
head of Para- 
mount Pictures, 
said he will ask 
the draft board 

to delay Presley’s induction eight 
weeks. The singer is scheduled to 
start filming a picture Jan. 13. 

Freeman said that if the picture 
is cancelled the studio will lose 
between $300,000 and $350,000 be- 
cause of various commitments. 

“T am gomg to ask the draft 
board in Memphis if they will 
please postpone Elvis’ induction 


for exactly eight weeks,” Free- 
man said. 


“If they do, I will go along with 
them,” said Presley. *‘I know they 
have lots of money in the picture. 
But I am not going to ask for 
any special favors myself.” 

Tom Parker of Nashville, the 
singer’s manager, said the draft 
notice would cost Presley half a 
million dollars in gross income.

The Gaither Report 
Pleads ‘Get Busy’ 


The heretofore top-secret Gaither re- 
port “portrays a United States in the 
gravest danger in its history.’’ The report 
has not been made public but its contents 


have been “leaked,” to use the word 
which inelegantly but accurately de- 
scribes such releases of official infor- 
mation. 


The long-term prospect is one of cata- 
elysmic peril. 

It is good again to have this said to 
us. 

It adds nothing new. It merely affirms 
in the strongest terms what we already 
have learned. 

As the report points out the peril 
comes not merely from the Soviet Union's 
growing power in technology and gen- 
eral economy. It lies equally in the new 
strength which this success will give to 
the political propaganda and psychologi- 
cal assaults on freedom and representa- 
tive government. 

We must face two major facts: 

One is that we must spend enor- 
mously. There will either be across-the- 
board sacrifices or there will be a huge 
increase in taxes. There well may be 
both. 

Secondly, we must realize that this can 
be done only by a stronger central gov- 
ernment. This does not mean to surren- 
der local government. It emphatically 
does mean that the powers normally given 
any wartime administrations must be 
set up and applied in 1958. We cannot 
afford the luxury of quibbling. The job 


shead cannot be done without such 
powers. 
Because there must and will be 


stronger central authority, the voice of 
doom will begin to say that representa- 
tive government is on the way out, that 
we will never have any more elections, 
that the man on horseback is coming. 

This is idiocy—unless the people will 
it. These are old fears, mouthed by the 
weak and the hysterical. They raised the 
same predictions when Lincoln assumed 
tremendous powers, abrogating even the 
right of habeas corpus. They assured us 
that after Roosevelt’s third election there 
would be no more. 

The Constitution is flexible enough. It 
snaps back. 

The big question will be whether the 
people themselves are possessed of enough 
flexibility. 

We are all guilty. And the knowledge 
of it makes some shriek at Eisenhower 

. at Truman... at the secretaries of 
defense who have come and gone. They 
are, in part, responsible. But only in part. 
It is a national guilt. 

The explanation is simple. The Rus- 
s{ans began to work very hard on missiles 
and technological research and production 
in 1945. We did not. 

The answer also is simple, but as un- 
comfortable as the explanation. If we are 
to catch up we must give catching up all 
priority. 

' The Gaither report is a slap in the 
face. It slaps and says: “Snap out of it 
and get busy.”

Cotton Supply Is Short 
Of Its Advance Billing 


There is a sound basis for the warn- 
ing which the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers Institute has sounded concerning 
the cotton supply. 

Secretary of Agriculture’ Benson, 
doubtlessly influenced by his deep-seated 
resentment at anything looking like sur- 
pluses, has emerged as somewhat of a 
whiz at overestimating cotton produc- 
tion. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
stockpile and the 1957 output are by no 
means what they once were thought to be. 

December estimates, considered more 
realistic than those made earlier, show 
the present crop at two million bales less 
than was anticipated in September. 


Meanwhile, L. G. Hardman Jr. of 
Commerce, president of the American 
Cotton Manufacturers Institute, reports 


that a large quantity of cotton remaining 
in the surplus is of such low grade that 
it will be of no use for cloth production. 
These two factors have posed a serious 
problem for the textile industry. It faces 
a likely shortage of supply right at the 
time when there is such a clamor over 
the dangerous evils of over-production. 
It’s time for a reappraisal of the entire 
situation. The cottom law should be re- 
vised so as to allow farmers to produce 
more. Along with increased acreages 
there must be a corresponding emphasis 
placed upon the quality of the product.

Atlanta—It is most gratifying 
to read that at least one person 
has been paying attention io a 
preacher of the Gospel instead 
of squirming impatiently and let- 
ting it go in one ear and out the 
other, as too many of us are in- 
clined to do these days.

That 
we are constructing a “secular 
democracy,” which in the light 
of our Christian faith is really a 
contradiction of the truth.  De- 
mocracy and God must go to 
gether. Yet naively we have been 
trying to separate them. We think 
we can keep the one and let the 
other go, never realizing that in 
the end we will lose both. 

They have been telling us that 
as long as we crouch behind our 
flimsy wall of material superi- 
ority, which lately has not been 
so superior after all, never for 
one moment putting our trust in 
our spiritual resources, soon we 
shall find ourselves in a predic- 
ament such as was faced by the 
Romans before their fall to the 
Vandals in 455 A.D. History has 


repeated itself over and over 
again; can we not learn a little 
something from the lessons it has 
to tell? 

Yes, our pastors have been 
telling us these things and it 
would be wise if we took the 
time to listen.

Landowners Line Pockets 


With Rights-of-Way Profit 


Georgia jurors in some instances are costing themselves and 
their fellow taxpayers a let of money and at the same time are 
running up the costs of the state’s new federal-aid highway program. 
When the state buys right of way, as it will be doing in Hall County 


soon, 


it hires three independent appraisers, usually from the area 


involved. Each turns in a price on a given plot of land and the 
state takes the average as its first offer to the landowner. 


If the landowner refuses to go 
along with the highway depart- 
ment, condemnation proceedings 
begin and the state may actually 
begin using the land. Meanwhile, 
the state employs one assessor, 
the landowner another and these 
two agree on a third. If they can't 
agree the Superior Court names 
one and all work under the juris- 
diction of the court. 

These three agree on an as- 
sessment price. If either the state 
or the landowner refuses to ac- 
cept the assessment, a jury sets 
the price of the property. 

According to United Press, on 
a recent project in Tift County 
the state needed 121 parcels of 
land and got 116 with little 
trouble. On the other five, jurors 
awarded landowners _ several 
times the original appraisal. The 
state offered one man $5,000 for 
eight acres; the assessment team 
set a price of $13,000 and a jury 
finally awarded the man $21,000. 

On a four-acre site appraised 
originally at $4,000, a jury finally

a federal jury can also figure 
land values rather high. 


When the public takes land for 
public purposes the landowner 
should be compensated for its full 
value, not counting any value 
added by the investment of public 
funds. Sure, a piece of land on a 
four-lane highway is worth more 
than before the highway came. 
But the public shouldn’t have to 
pay for the highway and then pay 
more for the land because of the 
highway.

What does it all mean? Let me

One comes from the pen of a 
Hungarian refugee. It is highly in- 
teresting to read his account of 
what the children in that Com- 
munist-controlled country are be- 
ing taught about the origin of 
Christmas. He says they are told 
something like this: 


“There was once a poor mar- 
ried couple who had nothing to 
eat or to dress in. They asked 
rich people for help and the rich 
people sent them away and the 
baby was born in a stable and 
covered with rags in a manger. 
The day after the baby was born 
some shepherds who had come 
from Russia brought the ,baby 
gifts. ‘We come from a country,’ 
they said, ‘where poverty and 
misery are unknown. In Russia 
the babies grow in liberty because 
there is no unemployment or suf- 
fering.’ 

“Joseph, the unemployed work- 
er, asked the shepherds how they 
had found the house. The shep- 
herds replied that a red star had 
guided them. Then the poor fam- 
ily took to the road.

Babe Out of the Woods 


James N. McCarthy, the 34-year-old Babe who 
has brought Mississippi State out of the basketball 
woods in three seasons, leaned back in his chair at a 
local hotel Friday and told in two words why his 
Maroons are the only unbeaten team in the Southeast- 
ern Conference. The self-styled “country boy” from 
Baldwyn, Miss., said the words with an appreciable de- 
gree of awe, and they came out, “Bailey Howell.” 

“Howell's fantastic,”” was one of McCarthy’s lesser tributes to 
his 6-7 Middleton, Tenn., do-it-all youth. There were other similar 


those uninitiated to Maroon 
basketball fortunes, let the credentials 
that both McCarthy and Howell carry 
., be identified: MeCarthy’s young men 
& have won seven games in a row this 
wm season, the latest an 86-69 bombing of 
mw Murray (Ky.) State, a better-than-av- 
erage club year in and year out. In 
this one, Howell scored 39 points, 
broken down to 10 of 15 field goal 
tries and 19 of 21 free throws. It 
brought Howell's scoring average to 
28.7 per outing. 

“There’s nothing Bailey can’t 
do,””’ McCarihy began on his favor- 
ite subject. ‘‘He has that 6-7 height 
which enables him to dominate the 
backboards. And his shooting eye 

is really something .. . he seldom 
ae misses. Why he made 217 out of 

Paul Atkinson 382 field attempts last season for 

56 per cent. That’s pretty good shootin’ for an ole country boy.” 

Howell and McCarthy have to be pinpointed as chief reasons 
for State’s first above-.500 SEC record in 12 seasons. It came last 
season and was a 9-5 report card that affected a third-place knot, 
with Tulane and Georgia Tech as other parties. Of course, Ken- 
tucky finished out front, with Vanderbilt second. 

The figure filberts dug into State’s dark cage history, and came 
up with these facts that throw a little light on just how far back 
the Maroons have come. In the 11 seasons preceding McCarthy, 
State was 42-114 for a rather palid 26.9 per cent winning record. 
In McCarthy’s two SEC seasons, the Maroons are 15-13, including 
a 6-8 shakedown cruise for McCarthy in his ‘‘freshman” coaching 
campaign. 


—The Slow-Down Speeds Up Victories 


A visitor in Room 613 asked McCarthy to further label the 
Ingredients of his Maroons, past Howell. “Well,” he said with a 
soft Mississippi twang, ‘“‘you would have to say that these boys so 
far have been able to adapt well. 

“Take the Auburn game last Saturday: Auburn was double- 
and often triple-teaming Howell, so we slowed it down and played 
control ball. We used the zone On ’em and the kids slowed it down 
perfectly (State won, 52-37, for the Birmingham Classic champion- 
ship). Then we came back Thursday against Murray and ran a 
little more ...we opened it up better and Howell was able to 
get 39 points. Adaptability is definitely a key. 

“You know this season has been a surprise as much to me 
as it has been to anyone else. If you had told me two weeks 
ago that we would be 7-0 now, I would have told you you were 
a little off. We just didn’t expect to beat teams like Miami, 
Fla., Memphis State, Auburn and Murray in a row the way 
we did.” 

That same visitor had another question. ‘‘Coach,” he said, 
“vou spoke of defense a moment ago. How about your ‘wad’ de- 
fense?’’

How does McCarthy 
feel about going back to Lexington, Ky., for Rupp’s revenge 
attempt? 

“Well,” McCarthy said with a smile, “he’s already said he’s 
going to lower the boom on us. But there’s one thing for sure... 
he won't have any more fun up there than we had at Starkville 
beating him.”

Would McCarthy venture a prediction on the SEC race? Hesi- 
tantly, he said, ‘I don’t see how anybody can say they have as 
good a team as Kentucky. They’ve been beaten in pre-SEC season 
games by Maryland and SMU, but they’ve had that tough schedule. 
I'll say they won’t lose any more in the SEC this season than last. 

“Then you have other clubs around who are all tough. Georgia, 
with ole Red Lawson, has definitely improved; Tulane down in 
New Orleans, has a young club and you never know just how 
tough one like that will get; LSU has surprised; Vanderbilt off 
comparative scores is better this season. Why we're going to have 
some SEC race. . . there’s no doubt about it.”
